GOLD CLAUSE JUDGMENT 


A correspondent makes appropriate 
comment on the weighty judgment 
delivered last month in the Court of 
Appeal in London by Lord Justice 
Wright, the Master of the Rolls with 
whom Lord Justices Slesser_ and 
Romer concurred, on the subject o. 
the interpretation of the gold clause 
in_bond “coupons. ‘The comment is 
reinforced. by a. summary of the 
judgment reproduced from “The 
Times" and both will be read 
with interest in Shanghai. The effect 
of this decision is that now the 
United States of America’s Supreme 
Court, the International Court at Th 
Hague and the British Court 
Appeal have agreed that the reference 
to gold coin in such clauses is designed 
expressly to fix the measure of value 
for a scale of payment to apply whet 
the currency depreeiates. “It dpes m 
imply an obligation to pay im pol 
coin, although their Lordships 
that'it does not make it unlawful f 
debtor to discharge his 
tion. ‘The ease with which Lord 
Weight had to deal was one in whic 
the holder of a 20-year 5% per cent 
coupon gold bond whereby the British 
Government promised to pay 

























| Feb, 1, 1937 and interest at 5% per 

cent. in the meantime, such principal 
and interest to be payable at the 
option of the holder in New York or 
London and. if in New York, in gold 
coins of the US.A. of the standard 
Weight and finencss existing on Feb. 
4, 1917 and, if in London in sterlins, 
money at the fixed rate of $1864% to 
the pound. The contention of the 
British Government, upheld in the 
lower Court but rejected by ths 
Court of Appeal. was that ax by i 
Joint resolution of the U.S.A. Con- 
gress in July 1933, 1 had become un- 
Tawful to pay these bonds in New 
York otherwise than in paper dollars, 
the British ‘Treasury was relioved of 
its liability to pay at the standare, 
gold rate referred to, in, the coupon. 
‘The Court of Appeat’s decision held 
that the bond. being given by the 
Brilish Government was governed by 
British law; that the gold clause 
meant that the sums payable under 
the bonds were not payable in gold 
coin alone but were also payable in 
the currency in use at the date of 
Payment of an equivalent value to 
the sum named in the bond at the 
gold value mentioned.

‘That has since been reduced by 
seven and three-quarter million 
tons, to a large extent by the break 
ing ‘up of surplus ships, but while 
the total of world tonnage: only in- 
creased by 177,000 tons last year, 
tie tonnage in commission rose 
from fifty-nine to sixty-one million 
(ons, from which it may be deduced 
that’ 1,800,000 tons of idle shipping 
were brought into use during’ the 
period with which the report deals, 


No better index of the extent of 
the revival of world trade could be 
imagined, for the idle ships would 
hot be reemployed unless it was to 
handle the movement of trade, and 
while there still remains four and 
‘one-quarter million tons of shipping 
awaiting the call to work again, the 
improvement which is mentioned, 
clearly indicates the importance of 
the upward swing from the depths, 
of depression. Comparisons of the 
yearly figures “showing tonnage 
‘completed by builders to which the 
Society's classification was as- 
signed is not quite so easy, The 
peak year for construction was 
1919-20 when 4,253,000 tons were 
launched, but "that year and 
the following twelvemonths saw 
the completion of much construc- 
tion which had been rendered 
necessary by the dictates of war.

Prospects for the future are also 
‘encouraging. During the year plans 
for vessels intended for classifica~ 
tion with Lloyd's Register were 
dealt with to the number of 519, 
representing 1,692,516 tons, and this 
contemplated tonnage is more than 
twice that recorded for the year 
1934-85. Of that amount "294 
vessels, representing 851,085. tons, 
fan improvement of over 390,000 
tons, will be built in the yards of 
Groat Britain and Ireland, while 
the rest of the world will be 
responsible for 225 vessels totalling 
841,430 tons. There 1s also every 
prospect that these figures will be 
maintained during the current year, 
because, for the “quarter ended 
Soptember 30 ast, plans have been 
approved for 150 vessels, represent 
Ing a gross tonnage of $31,560 tons, 
suggesting that if this is maintained 
there will be a further increase in 
this year's figures over those of the 
period now being dealt with. 
Encouraging as these figures un- 
doubtedly are, that feeling has to 
tbo moderated’ by speculation as to 
how much better they would have 
been if the condition of world 
polities gave greater prospects for 
‘A secure future. ‘Trade all over the 
world is improving despite the 
factors militating against it. That 
is the best possible sign ‘ot the 
healthiness of the result, for the 
movements of raw materials neces- 
sary for the perfection of armament 
schomes by reason of their nature 
can only representa compartively 
small proportion of the amount of 
teoods carried. But such schemes 
‘are enormously expensive and it 
requires very little Imagination to 
perceive what would have hap- 
pened to world trade if that money 
had been diverted into other chan- 
nels than those devoted to the pre- 
paration for war. Such being the 
ease it is impossible not to feel 
gratification over the improvements 
shown, with a sigh for the greater 
improvement that would have 
taken place were the nations of the 
world ‘not so immersed in thelr 
present madness. 








THE OLD MORALITY 

Dec. 16, 
Although for the present Mr. 
Anthony Eden, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, may be a lone 
voice crying in the wilderness his 
speech at Bradford, an account of 
which will be found in another 
column, deserves the widest pos- 
sible attention. It is unlikely that 
it will obtain more than a mere 
passing tribute, for the condition 
of the world being what it Is, the 








nations are bent upon fitting them- 
selves against those emergencies;

the very state of fear which their 
prospect inspires. It is a distressing 
fact that there is much to be sald 
for spending money upon arma- 
ments in the manner which Mr. 
Eden condemns. « Apart from con- 
siderations of defence, there is = 
certain specious economic remedy 
to be found in the circulation of 
huge sums of money in the manu- 
facture of munitions and wor 
material, because. a large pro- 
portion ‘of the money so. spent 
‘g0es to Iabour, and in its general 
circulation does much to bring 
‘about at least an appearance of 
prosperity. Jf these enormous sums 
‘were not being spent the level of 
prosperity in Europe would be 
Tower, the purchasing power of the 
people would not be what it is. and 
unemployment would be greater. 
Indeed {t is to be doubted whether 
some countries could afford to put 
1a stop to thelr present mad career 
because of the likelihood of 
economic catastrophe, for it is a0- 
parent that in countries where there 
fs conscription, for example, the 
removal of a large number of young 
men from the labour market, 
reduces the figures of unemploy- 
‘ment. and brings about a situation 
which is more temporarily satis- 
factory than lastingly real. 

In the case of Britain the im- 
provement of her fortunes since 
1931 has been due to industrial 
‘and economic effort which has 
helped her to regain much of her 
former prosperity. ‘The improve- 
ment 1s sound, and the present 
clreulation of money owing to the 
Government's defence policy Is 
merely serving to emphasise that 
fact. That is not the ‘ase in other 
European countries where, were it 
not for the existence of conseriotion 
and the expenditure upon arma- 
ments, a sorry picture would still 
be presented. But the fictitiousness 
of this type of well-being is its own 
disadvantage; it is forced to gather 
speed of its own momentum, and 
thus perpetuate a vicious circle 
from which there is no escape save 
by a return to sanity and a degree 
of sacrifice which some peoples are 
{ll-fitted by national temperament 
to make, With the breakdown of 
the attempt to establish a general 
security, international co-operation 
which 1s so essential for the peace 
of the world was thrown into the 
discard, ‘There are a few riatlons 
who still adhere to the doctrines 
which inspired the attempt and in 
recent months they have again 
proved the necessity to co-operate 
and thelr willingness to do so. The 
three-Power Monetary Agreement 
is a striking example of this, and 
an evidence that some nations at 
east are willing to combine in the 
‘common interest. But it is neces- 
sary that the example which such 
an agreement aflords should be 
earnestly studied and copied by 
other countries which have not yet 
shown any great readiness to follow 
the same lines. That need not of 
necessity be because of any in- 
herent fault in thelr. governments 
or in the wisdom of the men who 
head them, As has already been 


falone can achleve the ends which 
[it has in view. It is this moral side 


the wisdom of the policy which Mr. 
Een enunclates, but are prevented. 
from adopting it wholeheartedly at 
pesent, because of the operation of 
Internal economic factors such as 
have been suggested. 

But even if this be the case, there 
is another serious aspect of the 
matter to which reference must be 
made, It is an unhappy fact that 
there still exists a cynical contempt 
for international engagements 
which follows the mode set in 1914. 
In that year a blow was given to 
international morality from which’ 
it has not yet recovered. Mr. Eden 
pleads that treaty. observance and 
readiness to resort to free-negotia~ 
fon in case of disagreement .con- 
stitute the only true basis of in- 
ternational conference, Enough 
treaties, pacts, agreements have 
been entered into since the Great 
War to secure peace, but unfor- 
tunately they have not stood the 
test of time, nor the strain placed 
upon them by the narrow national 
ambitions which have so alarmingly 
developed since they were first 
negotiated. In this connection a 
country's refusal to enter into a 
non-aggression pact with another 
is more moral—however unfor~ 
tunate it may be—than entrance 
into an engagement which has been’ 
broken directly sclf-interest placed 
it under some dogree of strain, It 
is a return to the old international 
morelities which is the first 
essential to the reconstruction of a 
universal peace. ‘The Pan-Ameri- 
can Pact cannot exist except with 
the goodwill of all the parties 
thereto, and it is not to be believed 
that there is in the western heml- 
sphere. anything but an carnest, 
de.ire to secure that co-operation, 
political as well as economic, which

A GREAT SURGEON 


Sir John Bland-Sutton, close friend 
of Rudyard Kipling snd a great 
surgeon, was also a great character, 
fas those who met him not so long a¢0 
‘on his visit to China will agree. His 
carecr was carved by his own effort 
fand his own genius, Spare of stature 
‘and of indifferent physique—but with 
marvellous hands—Sir John often 
mocked at the exponents of eugenics 
by observing that he was the young- 
est of nine ond a “miserable. speci- 
men” who would:have been put out 
‘Of the way, if the extreme eugenic 
theory had been embodied in the law, 
His fame. at the Middlesex Hospital 
brought members of his. profession 
from all over the world to see hi 
operate there. His humble origi 
‘was betrayed by a marked cockney 
accent. which he never lost—he 
probably never attempted to perform 
that feat, for he was the essence of 
frankness and had a horror of hum- 
bug—and it is sald to have bein 
responsible for the long delay which 
‘occurred before the Hospital authori 
tes could bring themszlves to appoint 
him to the consulting staff, Indeed 
so dilatory were they that they nearly 
Tost the surgeon whos: fame had| 
brought the institution much rellectea. 
glory. Fortunately for them tne 
danger was forcibly brought to their 
notice by one who was not afraid vw: 
mince his words. ‘The appoinument 
Was duly made and so magnanimous 
was Bland-Sutton that he never: 
allowed his undoubted knowledge ot 
the preposterous hesitation to" colour 
hhis atutude toward the Hospital or to 
diminish his devotion tw its interes:s. 
Sir John was a keen student of tne 
aris and Hiterature and his house was 
‘always open to those who ministered 
to that interest. Between him ana 
Kipling there was the warmest bond | 
of friendship Which rellect:d credit 
fon both men, It was’ Bland-Sution | 
to whom Kipting confided a feeling 
fof indisposition on the occasion of 
What tured ot to be the poet's 
serious illness some years before his 
‘eventual death. Although it was late 
fat night Bland-Sutton, recognizing 
that the case was an urgent one for 
‘2 physician and not a surgeon, pulled 
‘Lord Dawson of Penn out of bed and 
insisted on hls making the long. 
journey to attend his fviend. The 
result was satisfactory but the con- 
dition of the patient on Lord Dawson's 
arrival thoroughly vindieated Bland- 
Sutton’s importunity,

Further details of events in Siantu 
fon December 32, when the revolt 
oceurred. were ‘brought back to 
Nanking to-day by a number of new 
arrivals from the rebel elty. It ap~ 
ears that Mrs, Shao Li-tze, the wite 
of the Governor of Shensi. was 
executed by order of one of the 
rebellious generals who had a grudge 
‘against her. Previously Mrs. ‘Shao 
‘atlempted to escape by jumping from 
‘a window and was injured, 

‘The seizure of General Chiang 
Kaleshek, it Is added, was directed 
personally by Gen. Chang the rebel 
Teador, who’ took ‘a large force of 
troops to Huachingchib. ‘the nearby 
resort where General Chiang was 
staying. 

In spiie of overwhelming odds 
‘against them. General Chlang’s body- 
guard offered a heroic resistance 
when attacked, and managed to 
‘escort the Generalissimo to the top 
of a hill, where they held off the 
rebels fora considerable time. 
While Chang Hsueh-liang was thus: 
engaged in ‘securing the person of 
the Generalissimo. the detention of 
the other Government leaders was 
being directed by General Yang Hu- 
hen, Pacification Commissioner for 
Shensi, in Slanfu. 


Chang's House Looted 
‘One of the strangest occurrences of 
the revolt was the action of General 
Yang's troops in looting the residence 
of Chong Hsueh-liong during his 
fabsenco—an incident highly sugges 
tive of the “disordered conditions 
which” prevailed in the city, Dise 
Wurbonees continued for three days 
after the outbreak of the revolt. 

‘The Generalissimo was detained at 
[General Yang's headquarters in the 
Inner elty of Slanfu, and it was this 
fact, combined with the looting of 
[Chang Hsuch-llang’s house by Gen~ 
eral Yang's men, that evidently lead 
fo'the report of a counter-revolt last 
Monday. 

‘the other Government leaders were 
detained at the Sianfu hotel, and none 
of them ‘was permitted to sce. the 
Gencrallssimo, It is stated that Chang 
Hsueh-lang visited his captives every 
day, Joking with them in a somewhat 
fealfous manner. He provided them 
with mahjongg sets. 

Shertly before leaving Sianfu, Gen- 
eral Chiang Ting-wen, who was re- 
Teased to bring to Nanking a personal 
Ietter from General Chiang Kai-shek 
{o General Ho Ying-chin, the Minister 
of War, was taken to see the Gen- 
feralissimo, but he was told by Chang 
Haueh-llang inno uncertain, terms 
that nothing important was to be dis~ 
eussed,—Reuter, 


Kidnapping Deserlbed 
Nanking, Dec. 17.

BANDITRY SCOURGE 
IN CHEKIANG 


Authorities Urged to Take 
Immediate Action 
Front Our Own Commsroxoest 


Huchow, Che, Nov. 19. 

Gen. Huang Shao-hunig, Chairman’ 
of the Chekiang Provincial  Counell, 
paid a brief visit to Huchow  re- 
cently to inspect the _ training 
‘corps, recruited last spring from elty. 
shopkeepers and clerks. After several 
months of drilling, the corps, 
parading on the Public Recreation 
Ground, made a very ble 
appearance to an outsider, but the 
General was “not extravagant in. 
commendation, implying indeed that| 
as a body they would pass inspection 
only “by the akin of their teeth.’ 

Giving the men much sound advice. 
the General, among other things, said 
that Huchow .has been known in 
Chekiang as a city whose people 
were devoted to literary pursuits, 
They naturally liked “books and 
looked with distrust upon soldiers. 
This attitude with all other sluggish 
habits must be changed, he said, for| 
China had suffered many axgressions| 
from foreign countries which had 
despised her as a land whose people 
were as disunited as scattered sand. 
Now China was. becoming — unified 
and It wos needful that the exclusive 
study of books should be given up, 
0 that attention could be given to| 
the practice of arms. Every man,| 
except cripples and eriminals. must 
Tearn how to do a soldier's duly and. 
be ready at all times to defend his 
native land. 

‘The Hushe, an organization of Hu- 
chow men no matter where residing, 
hhas sent a telegram to the provincial 
authorities urging them’ to take 
measures to put toon end the 
scourge of banditry that is now 
devastating wide regions of country 
not far from Huchow. A body of 
andits, said to number at least, 400 
‘men has taken possession of the hills 
near Hslaofeng, a town 70 or 80 It 
southwest of this city. They aro well 
‘armed and maintain almost military 
organization. 


All well-to-do families have left of 
are daily Jeaving the towns and 
villages anywhere near the bandit| 
headquarters and are taking refuge’ 
in Huchow or some large town which 
Is well defended. So great and 50] 
irrational aro the cruelties practised 
by the bandits that even the poorer 
people have fled in such numbers| 
that many a formerly well-populated 
countryside is now practically strip-| 
ped of inhabitante. 


Huchow; in general alert to keep 
step with neighbouring cities in 
adopting. approved modern measures| 
and devices, and in soveral instances 
even surpassing larger and richer 
cities, has neglected one very 
important adjunct of progress. ‘The 
transmission of mails from Shanghai 
to Huchow, for instance. is still in, 
what in America is called “the horee- 
and-bugey age.”

National Economic Council Report Reveals Expanding] 
Network of Roadways 


China's progress in highway con- 
struction and transportation during 
Tecent years Is reviewed ina report 
fssued by the Burentt of Roads of the 
‘National’ Economie Counell 

‘According to the report, since itr 
establishment “in May. 932, the 
‘Bureau has concentrated ‘ts attention 
first_on the construction of Inter- 
provinelal highways In ‘Klangsu, 
‘Anhwel and Chekl 

‘Six lines were mapped out for the 
‘Three-Province Highway Project: the 
Nanking-Hangchow highway, 
Shanghai-Hangehow highway, 
Nanking-Wuhu highway. the Soo- 
chow-Kashing highway, the Chang- 
hing-Suancheng highway and the 
‘Hangehow-Hwelchow highway. ‘These 
Righways were built by the provine 
cial governments with loans. and 
echnical assistance from the NEC. 

"The construction work of these 
Aifferont highways, totalling 605 kilo- 
metres was started simultaneously in 
‘May, 1982, and completed successively 
In October 1933. A total of $983,000 
wag appropriated by the N.EC, ‘for 
thelr construction, 

"The satisfactory results from the 
‘Three-Province, Highway Project, the 
report says, encouraged the Bureau 
to map out in November, 1992, the 
Seven-Province Highway’ Project, 
whieh provided for the construction 
of Inter-provincial highways over 0 
Tnrger area, including the three 
provinces. above-mentioned and also 
‘Wlangs!, Hupeh, Hunan and Honai 
Te contemplated the construction of 
‘eleven trunk Iines of a total length of 
11,501 kitometres and 63 branch lines 
of a total length of 13,088 kilometres 
making up a grand tolol of 22624 
Hllometres, 

‘At the beginning of 1934, the report} 
adds, construction of Inter-provincial 
highways in Shensi, Kansu, Fuklen, 
Chinghal and on the border regions

‘Was also pit in charge of the Bureau, 
Increasing the grand total length to 
22,000 kitometres, Of this totel over 
21,000 ‘Kellometres were opened to| 
trate in June, 1939. ‘The total appro- 
priations for highway construction in 
Varlous provinces by the NEC. up 
AM “the” same time amounted to 
$10,649,000, 

‘Two Main Highways 

‘The two main highways constructed 
‘by the NEC, in the Northwest, the 
report reveals, are the Slan-Lanchow 
highway and the Sian-Hanehung high- 
way, The former connects the 
capitals of Shensi and Kansu, travers 
ine Sian, Sienyang, Lichuan, Pinhsien, 
and Chanewu in Shensl, and Kin 
chwang, Pingllany, Lungtoh, Tsinite 
ning and Tings! to reach Lanchow in 
Kansu, The whole line is 746 kllo- 
metres In length. ‘The construction of 
this highway. was started in. spring. 
4034 and completed in summer, 1998 
at n cost of $30.000,

PEKING MAN WAS 
CANNIBAL 


Professor's Theory Regarding. 
New Discovery 


‘The Peking Man was a cannibal 

theory adduced by 
Professor Franz Weldeareich, Hon- 
orary Dircetor of the National Geo- 
logle Survey of China, who recon- 
structed the two new ‘skulls of the 
Peking Man (Sinanthropus Pekinen- 
41s) found at Choukoutlen, 130 miles 
south-west of Peking, on ‘November 

‘According to Prof, Franz Woiden- 
reich, the Honorary Director of the 
Laboratory and visiting professor of 
‘anatomy, P-UM.C., who reconstruct- 
ed the skulls from the fossil frag- 
mente found and studied them, the 
discovery of ‘the new skulls’ has 
removed every objection to the 
view that man’ descended from an 
‘enthropold-like hominid type. 

‘Prof, Weldenrelch explained the 
Importance of the new discovery to a 
group of loral journalists at hls of- 
fice at the P-U.MLC, where he dis- 
played two other sculls of the Po- 
king Man found also at Choukoutien 
several years ago. He declared that 
there seoms to be a continuous line 
of evolution from the Stnanthropus 
stage (the most primitive fossil ever 
found up to the present) to the 
Neanderthal group and from the lat 
ter to the recent man. 


Richest Collection Recorded 

‘The eminent anthropologist paid 
high tribute to Mr. LP. Chia, a 
research fellow of the Laboratory 
who was supervising the excavation 
at the time of the discovery, for his 
keen discernment of the fragments 
‘as human, something very dificult to 
‘achieve. Hod It not been for his 
careful” supervision, the discovery 
‘might never have been made. 

‘Of immense interest ts the an- 
nouncement that the skull and tooth 
remains of the Sinenthropus so far 
found by the Laboratory constitute 
the richest and most complete col- 
ection of human fossils ever re- 
corded. According to him, these 
remains inelude four complete brain 
cases, fragments of four or more in- 
dividuals, 12 lowe: jaws and, about 
100 teeth. This may be taken to 
mean that anthropologists in the 
world will naturally turn to Pelping 
In the future for material and 
uldance in thelr researches in the 
doseent of man, 

‘At present there are four complete 

ls of the Peking Man in posses- 

sion of the Laboratory. ‘Two of them 

‘were discovered in 1929 and 1931 

‘and studied by the late. Dr. David~ 

son ‘Black former Director of the 

Laboratory. ‘The recent discovery 
marks the frst since 1031: 
‘Was a Cannibal 

Expert examination by Prof. Wel- 
denreich shows that the four skulls 
belong to the lower  pleistocene 
period and that they are about 
500,000 years old. ‘The two skulls 
recently found, ii is believed, be- 
longed to an adult male and an adult 
female, ‘The exp city, of the brain 
case of the male individual varies 
from about 950 ec. to 1,100 ce. while 
that of the female Individual from 
about 850 cc. to 050 ce. The average 
bran eapeeliy of the recent man ie 


























‘Characteristic of all Stnanthropus 
finds 30 f2r made, no limb bones 
ave ‘been discovered besides skull 
fragments, This fact together with 
the interesting discovery that all the 
four skulls do not possess the front 
perl—the part through which the 
brain may” most conveniently be 
‘brought out when the head is severed 
from the trunk—leads to. the supposl- 
tion that the Peking Man Is a can- 
nibal who Killed and dismembered 
‘ls fellow man and brought only the 
hhead into the eave of Choukoutien to 
cat the brain, according to Prot. 
Weldenreich. 

Concerning the geographical con- 
ditions of Choukoutien, the professor 
belleved that the place must have 
been a eave which provided good 
thelter for the cannibalistic Peking 
Man to eat the human brain. 

‘The stature of this primitive man, 
the professor stated, must not have 
been much different from that of the 
modern men, judging from the size 
of the skull, But this theory, to- 
gether with others, must not be 
faken as final and "should be sub- 
stantiated by further discoveries, ac 
cording to the professor. 

‘Excavation work at  Choukuotien 
was started in 1027 and has been 
continued since then. The cave 
where fleld work has been carried 
ut covers a large area and measures 
about 48° melres deep. Excavation 
thas been made possible by the grant 
from the \ockefeller Foundation. 
More than 120 persons are being 
engaged —Central News.

Yak Caravans on the Move: Gospel Colporteur 


Braves All 


Conditions 


‘By Tocraxe 


‘Tachlenlu, Nov. 17. 

‘Tachienlu this morning’ looks very 
much “like "“Angmagssalik, with 
Bugbear Bank ‘behind, and "the Ice 
Cap beyond. ‘It snowed during the 
night and the high mountains around 
‘us are mantled with beautiful snow. 
Autumn, as a rule, 1s not the snowy 
‘season slong the frontier—our heavy 
‘mows usually come in the spring and 
the heaviest falls ore during March 
and April. During these months the 
snow Js very heavy but soon melts 
away filing all the valleys that run 
towards the Yangtze with snow water. 

‘The autumn has been described by 
aifferent travellers as the best time 
for travelling along the border and 
‘ag-a rule the largest Tibetan earavans 
‘arrive ond leave about this time. 
‘Summer on the grasslands fattens up 
‘the yale putting them in to fine con- 
ition for the long Journeys of the 
futumn. "To take the yak away from 
the grasslands during the summer 
lunfts them for the arduous journeys 
‘over somewhat barren country during 
the spring and autumn, |The nomad 
hhas tearned, after years of experience, 
that the best time to take his yak 
over the barren passes fs autumn and 
winter, 

‘Tachienlu is usually very busy in 
the autumn and winter, ‘The nomad 
‘brings in hig large caravans of yak 
‘and carries Chinese tea to every part 
of the Land of the Lamas. Drobung 
with its 7,700 Jamas, "Sera (6,500), 
Gaiden (2,300) and. Brash. Lhumbo. 
(4,000), ali drink’ Chinese tea’ from 
‘¥achow and the yak, the beast of 
burden on the Root ‘ot ‘the World, 
carries this tea over high mountain 
asses, 

Price of Tea Increased 

‘The price of tea, due to the Com- 
‘munist invasion, gone up 
‘enormously, but the yak hire hos re- 
‘mained very much the same. One 
thousand loads, 1,000 yak, 1,000 miles, 
‘and away the’ caravan starts with a 
rollicking abandon into the great Un

‘The gold diggers around Tuehlentu 
fare now finding deposits in the ‘most 
Inaecessible mountains, © With a gun 
in one hand and a bundle of Gospels 
in the other, Ralph Holder makes it 
his business to ‘visit these mining 
camps. He visited one 12,000 feet_up 
the mountain side and discovered it, 
had a depth of several Chinese miles. 
Doubtful that it went back any” dis-| 
tance he crawled in several. miles, 
ascending and descending innumer-_ 
able dangerous ladders, - sometimes! 
wondering when he made the descent 
if he would ever be able to ascend

LAMAS 


‘Tibetans Less Afraid of 
Outsiders 
Faas Ovn Own Conmesroxoext 


Atuntze, Yun, Nov, 7. 
‘The writer recently returned from 
jan interesting trip into mystle Tibet, 
‘the long closed Land of the Lamas. 
Leaving Atuntze, the last weak mil- 
itary outpost of China, on the ‘Tibe- 
‘an’ border In exireme northwestern 
Yunran, the journey lies exclusively 
In Tibelan territory, racially. After 
five hard stages or days of travel on 
horse and afoot in a general northerly 
direction on dangerous. trails. along 
‘the left bank of the Mekong River

‘wells, the ‘place would scarcely be 
worthy of ‘mention. 

Four years ago. when Batang al- 
most fell Into the hands’ of the inner 
‘Tibelons once more during several 
months of hard fighting, ‘Tibetan 
troopers suddenly entered Yenchin 
‘carly one morning before the villag- 
fers were astir, quickly disarmed the 
little Chinese garrison without a shot 
‘being ‘fired, ond Yenchin again be- 
came Tsakito of the Tibetans, 

‘The Chinese exodus started at once, 
Soldiers and civilians fled southward 
into” Yunnan. The Chinese Post 
‘OMice was closed, but some Chinese 
merchants remained with thelr Tibe= 
tan wives and children and were 
never harmed by their ‘Tibetan con- 
querors, But they complain bitterly 
of Tibetan taxation, which they say

FORMAL OPENING OF 
CHUHSHAN SCHOOL 


Farming, Forestry and Animal 
Husbandry 
Frost Our Own Consrsroxonr 


Hofei, ‘An, Nov. 28. 

On Sunday, the newly established 
school of agriculture at Chuhshan, 
‘six miles west of Hofel, “held. its 
formal opening, for which occasion 
‘more than 10,000 individual invita~ 
tions were issued. “Each invitation 
was accompanied by a badge of 
identification and a free ticket for 
the-special motor buses which rom 
dawn until dark ran back and forth 
continually between the gate of “the 
‘elly and the foot of the mountain on 
which the school is situated. So 
many were the would-be passengers 
that ‘the buses were crowded to the 
limit of capacity, and only the guns 
‘and bayonets of soldiers restrained 
the more impatient from climbing 
in through the windows and crush- 
ing others who had managed an en- 
trance, 


‘The school, which is of junior 
middle grade and was actually open- 
‘ed about two months ago is primarily 
for focal country boys. It is situated 
very appropriately on the side of the 
‘mountain, overlooking a vast area of 
fat land ‘devoted to agriculture and 
needing just the sort. of help the 
school is fitting its students to give. 

‘Mr. Yu, the principal, Is a graduate 
of the Department of Agriculture 
‘and Forestry of Nanking University. 
‘The courses inelude practical farm- 
fing, forestry and animal husbandry. 
From the school farm improved seed 
‘and livestock will be introduced 
throughout the large rural district 
of which it is the centre, Untort- 
unalely the serious drought of the 
past three months has made the 
planting of wheat an impossibility. 
‘The students, however, have not 
been idle, bui have been doing some 
practical ‘work in road improvement 
in_the vieinity of the school. 

"There is apparent a pronounced 
militery bearing on the part of tho 
sludenis, due mo doubt to the strict 
military’ training which they receive 
and perhaps ‘indirectly. to the fact 
that ‘the sponsor of the school is 
himself a great military leader, Gen, 
‘Wel Li-hwang. 

Enthuslastle Supporter 


Gen. Wei, who was present at the 
celebration, has been from the first 
personally ‘responsible for the entire 
financial support of the school. Now 
the enterprise, = however, is being 
subsidized in ‘part by the Anhwel 
Provincial Departments of Education 
‘ond Public Works, as from the 
beginning of the present fiscal year. 
Hofei is the general's ancestral home, 
and a hearty welcome was given 
him by the eitizens of town and 
country. 

Besides Gen, Wei, visitors from 
the provincial capital included Com- 
missioner ‘of the Department 
of Education and Commissioner Liv 
‘of the Department of Public Works. 
Other visitors of note were Dean 
Chang of the Nanking University 
Department of Agriculture | “and 
Forestry, Principal Cheng of the 
Kiangsu ‘Provincial Middle Schoo! of 
Shanghai and Principal Lich of the 
Higher Agricultural School of Wuhu.

Incteased. Prices for Rice, 
Copper and Bronze 
Prose Oun Own Conmsroxoxr 


Hongkong, Dec. 11. 

‘Rumour of impending local clashes 
‘and possibilities of another world 
war have a strong effect upon the 
prices of several important commodl- 
ties In Hongkong. ‘The prices of rice 
have soared to ar. unprecedented 
Tovel such as has not been experienced 
during the last fifteen years, accord: 
Ing to local rice merchants. "Various 
kinds are higher by netrly 30 per 
‘cent, compared with prices of a few 
months ago. ‘The cause of this is 
attributed to the limited supply from 
Siam, Anntm, Indo-China and Bur- 








ma. 

Tt Is stated that France recently 
bought practically all the rice trom 
Saigon “and other rice producing 
districts in_ Indo-China, According 
to Saigon ‘Custom authorities about 
900,000 ‘tons of rice. were exported 
to France during the Jast three 
months and comparing with last year 
It fs about double that gure.

Master, chairman of the school com- 





mittee ‘of management, who was. un- 
able to be present. After tea at 430 
a gymnastle display was held

Junlor and senior schools 
‘thelr prowess on the bars

‘Opening the prize-giving, the 
chairman sald a preliminary examina-

Having: succeeded in’ compiling his

however, lie would proceed to demon- 
strate thet », parson could “always 
go on talking, whether he knows 
what he is talking about or not 

‘igh Swimming Standard 

Wilh regard to games. he was frst 
of all, lod with admiration ab the 
high Standard of swimming ‘and div. 
ing, among Shanghal | schoolboys, 
which .was far higher than he had 
seen at Home, After describing the 
school's success und otherwise at 
football ond cricket, he was con 
strained to-vemark that parents did 
nol appreciate the school's dimiculty 
with Fegard tc gumes. At the mo- 
ment, they were dependent on the 
generosity of various clubs and parle 
authorities for the extension of 
privileges, but in spite of this he die 
fool parents hud no eause for 
thinking thele standard of games was 
low, 

‘The Scouts continued to ploy a 
big part In school life, and he felt 
that Scouting was one of the best 
Influences Inthe world today. ‘The 
Land Scouts managed to win the 
Rotary Shield (for the greatest 
pyrofieleney) this year, for the third 
time in four years; the Sea Scouts 
were flourishing moro than ever, 
though they would appreciate the 
gltt of another boat, while the Wolf 
Cubs wore os efficient and as keen 
as ever. 

‘Turning to school work, he did sot 
Ahinke the results of the! last Cam- 
‘vrldge Certificate examinations gave: 
ground for complaint, Further, 
many boys left for echools at Home, 
and they uniformly. heard good of 
them, “Ono of the handleapping fuc- 
tors, ‘however, was that home-work 
‘was inguMelontly done, and he ‘elt 
it chould not be impossible for parents 
to see that their boys had both quiet 
and time for work at home. Another 
thing was that parents trequently 
took thelr boys home with them when 
Boing on home leave, and this was, 
simply bounl to Keep a boy back 
in his work; he asked them not to 
keep ‘boys away from school for any 
eagon at all, except illness, 

‘Afier paying a warm 4ribule to 
ie staff, who had ‘been very ind 
and helpful ti him, and to the sclioo! 
‘committee, who spent much time and 
trouble over the school, despite the 
fact that It consisted of busy men, 
he drew the attention of parents 10 
the boarding-ouse in Great Westen 
Road which the school would open 
next term for the benefit of ils 
scholars. 

Scl-001 Boarding-1tous 

“Once it gots known in the out- 
ports End upesountry, 1 think it will 
prove {0 have met a very real need: 
We are starting with a mere handful 
of boarders, naturally, but I think 
some Shanghal parents might serious- 
ly consider whether it would ngt be 
deller for thelr boys to. become 
weekly boarders, and come home at 
week-enda.

“Also, 
Latin had been begun at an earlier 
slage, as it would not only be of 
Teal ‘benellt to boys who went to 
schools at Home, ut was second to 
none for teaching concentration, ac- 
‘curacy in detall, and possibly” the 
ability to face ‘and master dimeult 
and unpleasant jobs. 

He had ventured to insist on all 
‘boys wearing the full school uni- 
form, and he asked all parents to 
‘bock ‘him up in thls; it was a normal 
and ‘highly desirable procedure. 
abolished any possibility of unplea- 
sant comparisons, and should certain- 
ly inculcate pride. “Wherever the 
boy Is, whatever he may be dolns. 
the Is seen to be a Cathedral Schoo! 
boy, and Is he not wearing on his 
Wade the Union Jack?”

"Tho ‘ting are used 1 make water- 
scoops and other simple utensils and 
sometimes scraps are used In repair 
work. It s seldom found worth while 
to melt the metal down for other 
purposes

Locomotive Derailed Near

Only One Robber Escapes: 
Loot Recovered

‘as librarian to the Henry Lester Tn- 
stitute of Medical Researeh, Avenue 
Road, After announcing his retire- 

yent from this pasition, Dr, Maxwell 
was offered the post of director of 
the Institute of Hospital ‘Technology, 
Hankow, and informed the “Nort 
China Herald” on Dec. 17. that he 
had accepted this offer provisionally, 
Dr, Maxwell is to leave on a visit 
to" Manila next January, and will 
probably take up his new post some 
time in” Apr 

‘Dr. Maxwell has had a long career 
in the Far East, having first “come 
‘out here in 1900 as a medical mis- 
slonary. He recalls having arrived 
ut Hongkong on January 1901, He 
was attached (o the Tainan Hospital 
in Formosa for 23 years, but his 
carcer hero was interrupted by the 
Great War, during which he served 
in a military hospital in the south 
of England. Dr, Maxwell had parti- 
cularly close associations with the 
‘Tainan Hospital, as i was founded 
by hig father in’ 1865. During his 
time in Formosa, Dr. Maxwell was 
‘engaged in general medical work, but 
early in his career he became’ in- 
erested in the treatment of leprosy. 
which was very prevalent in Formosa 
at that time, “Regular clinical work 
was curried out among lepers by the 
‘Tainan Hospital. 

Dr, Maxwell came to Shanghai in 
1024” at the invitation of the Chtha 
Medical Ascociation, as secretary. He 
later became editor of the "Chinese 
‘Medical Journal,” He was appointed 
to the committee of organization 
when it wax decided to bulld. the 
Henry Lester Institute of ‘Medical 
Research, and was appointed librarian 
when the institute vas opened. 

Interest In Leprosy 

Before coming fo China, Dr, Max- 
well had collaborated in writing a 
book on the diseases of China, and 
on his appointment as librarian to 
the Institute he was anxious to con- 
tinue his study of the different dis- 
eases in China. In 1928, the Inter- 
national Mission to Lepers appointed 
hhim thelr medical representative for 
the Far East, which entailed visits 
fo centres where the disease was 
known to flourish. and advice to 
‘centres where the «lisease was known 
to flourish, and advice to mission 
hospitals regarding the organization 
of leper work in this country. 

Dr. Maxwell, of course, is well- 
known as the foremost authority on 
leprosy in the For East, and has 
carried out intensive research into 
the nature of the disease since join- 
ing the staff of the Lester Institute. 




















He Is shortly to brinys out a book on 
the subject of leprosy in China. 
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During his residence in China, Dr. 
Maxwell has hail occasion to make 
‘many Journeys all over China in the 
Interests of medicine, and in 1931. he 
travelied up to the border of Tibet 
lo. study the distribution of various | 
‘iseases in that area, He has noticed, 
great increase in typhoid fover dur- 
ing his stay in China, and an inerease 
in leprosy in areas ravaged by 
famine or other disasters, There has 
been a decided inerease in loprosy in 
the flood area of Hankow and Hupeh, 
‘and around Swatow, 


Government's Health Measures 


Another of Dr. Maxwell's observa- 
tions is that the Chinese Govern- 
ment's measures for dealing with

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disease through its public health ser- 
vice have been greatly improved 
during the past few years. The 
Government, however, takes no mea- 
Sures whatever a far os leprosy is 
concerned. ‘The government's activi- 
ties have proved especially effective 
In the treatment of cholera’ and 
plague. When Dr. Maxwell first 
‘came out here, plague was very 
prevalent. The work of the foreign 
mission hospitals in China has also 
shown an increase. 


‘As far as leprosy is concerned. Dr. 
Maxwell claims that he now has the 
disease “at his fingers’ ends.” He was 
asked by the late Canton’ Govern- 
ment to become their special adviser 
‘on leprosy, but was not able to take 
up this position owing to the politi- 
cal_uphenval.

FIRE IN THE HOLD OF| 
RIVER-BOAT =| 


Harbour Firemen Don Masks: 
to Fight Pootung Blaze 


One of the most stubborn ship 
fires in the experience of the Customs 
Harbour Fire Brigade was extinguich- 
cd in the after hold of the ss. Fong 
Poo, a 2,600-ton freighter, ‘off Poo 
tung, on’ December 19. “The ship, 
which Is a river vessel belong 
ng to the San Peh Steam Navigation 
Company. was moored at she Hung, 
Sheng Wharf when smoke was ob- 
served issuing from the after hold, 
at about 413 am. The Masler w: 
summoned and all hands were mus- 
tered to try to extingwsh the fire 
with whatever apparatus was avall- 
able, 

Tt was not until nearly three hours 
afterwards that the Customs Fire 
Brigade were notified and firefloat 
Poo Chi, with Mr. W. J. Gorman, 
Chief Fire Oflicer, on board, went to 
the scene. Donning their special 
Dreathing apparatus the firemen went 
into the hold and found the flames 
chiefly were in a cargo of cotton 
stored at the very bollom of the 
hold. This was burning flereely in 
opposite corners of the compartment 
and the heat already had buckled the 
Moor plates of the hold. The fumes 
were ‘thick and acrid and those in 
the hold had to proceed with great 
caution,

a. S23-kilometres railway linking 
Chengtu and Chungking, in Szechuen, 
fg nearer realization, following the 
conclusion of a $94,500,000 French 
loan. The loan was concluded on Dec. 
1G between the China jent 
Finance “Corporation, “acting on be 
half of the Chuan Chien (Szechuen- 
Kwelchow) Railway Co, and the 
Banque Franco-Chinoise pour le Com- 
merce et Mndustrie, acting on behalt 
of a French syndicate, 

‘Mr. T. V. Soong, managing director 
‘of the Corporation, who announced 
the conclusion of the loan to a repre- 
sentative of the —“North-China 
Herald,” said the projected railway 
will traverse the richest part of Sze- 
chuen and is expected to be con- 
structed in 2% years. ‘The estimated 
cost of construction is about $54,500,- 
000, ‘of which $20,000,000 willbe 
furnished by the Chuan Chien Rail- 
way Co, and the balance by the 
French syndicate, to be redesmed in 
fifteen years. Of the loan furnished 
‘by the French syndicate. $27,800,000 
will be in material and frelght to 
Chungking, and 37,000,000. in. cash. 
‘The loan is guaranteed uncondition- 
ally by the Ministry of Railways. 

‘The Chuan Chien Rallwi 
formed under a special 
granted by the Executive Yuan. on 
‘March 21 this year, with an initial 
capital of $20,000,000. Of the total 
‘capital, "$11,000,000 is composed of 
private funds underwritten by the 
China Development Finance Corpora- 
tion, $4,500,000 is. subseribed by the 
Ministry of Railways, and $4.500,000 
by the Szechuen Provincial Govern- 
ment 








‘A Private Concern 

‘Tne enterprise marks a new and| 
radical departure from previous rail 
‘way construction in China. In the 
first ‘place, the railway will be 
operated as an entirely private com- 
pany, with integral freedom of ac- 
tion,’ but, at the same time, with 
Government assistance as and whea 
required. It is also understood that, 
when market conditions allow, the 
Government holdings may be sold to 
private investors, For the first time| 
fn many years, foreign assistance in 
allway construction will include a.

“THE SILVER CLAUSE” 
An English Judgment 


To the ¥ditor of the 
“Nonmi-Cinxa Datty News" 


‘Sm—Just about a year ago what} 
s known as “The Silver Clause” was 
very much in the public mind, and 
some even doubled ils validity and 
application. ‘There is, of course, no 
question that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is entitled, by legislation, to 
enact that such clause shall not be 
enforceable in the Chinese Courts, 
but the views of certain persons went 
‘much further, and they contended 
that the foreign Courts in China 
would also be bound to recognise 
such legislation. 

‘The question was to some oxlent 
ventilated at a Meeting of Debenture 
holders of ‘The Central Properties 
Lid, when Mr. G. H. Wright, as one 
of ‘the ‘Trustees of ‘The Shanghai 
Munielpat Couneil Superannuation 
Fund, and others urged that the 
Company should pay due regard to 
the rights of Debenture holders by 
discharging interest payments in the 
‘manner promised in the silver clause. 

‘The recent meeting of The Central 
Properties Ltd. has brought the 
‘question to my mind again, the more 
80 as [ have read a very interesting 
Judgment of the Court of Appeal in 
England where the question, in 
dispute was the effect of a “gold 
clause. 

‘Two columns of the London Times 
of the 3rd November are devoled to 
the report of this case. An abridged 
report was published in your issue of 
the Ist December, but it ts virtually 
Impossible to condense to a quarter 
‘of Its Tength an account (which is 
Hiself a condensation by a highly 
‘qualifed reporter of a much lengthier 
Judgment) without omitting some im- 
portant aspects of: the matter. 

In addition. as mentioned in your 
report of the case, 10 emphasis 
Ing the importance to the  com- 
merelal community of untform- 
ity in the construction ‘by the 
Courts of clauses of this nature, the 
Master of the Rolls stated “The re- 
ference to the gold dollar was not 
Intended to define a mode of pay- 
ment, but to fix a measure of value. 
‘To quote the language of the Supreme 
Court of the United States in Norman 
¥. Baltimore and Ohio Railway Co. 
“Fairly construed, these clauses were 
intended to afford a definite standard 
for measure of value and. thus | to 
prolect against a depreciation of the 
currency and against the discharge 
‘of the obligation by a payment of 
lesser value than Unut prescribed.” 
The judgment also states that the 
same. principles applied mutatis. 
mutandis to the payment of interest 
‘5 tc eaplial. 

‘This—which cloarly represents the 
view of both the American and Eng- 
lish Courts—1 suggest puts the matter 
Ina nutshell, and Ix the proper con- 
striction of ‘such clauses whether 
they be gold or silver, at any rate 
as they have been incorporated in 
debentures, bonds, or mortgages in 
Shanghai, 

It follows that the line of argument 
by Ar. Wright and others in connec- 
tion with ‘The Central Properties Lid. 
is correct, ic, that the situation which 
hhad arisen was exactly that which the 
clause was designed 10 meet, and that 
the provisions of the clause were 
sound and enforceable in law. 

‘This to me does not admit of any 
‘argument ‘since the object of the 
silver clause was to ensure the 
amount of the liability, and was in- 
‘serted solely for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the creditors against loss 
caused through currency’ deprecia- 
tion, w possibility whieh was envis- 
aged as soon as the use of the tact 
was discontinued. Valuable consider- 
ation is given by the ereditor in re- 
turn for the silver clause, as it muy 
bbe safely assumed that the borrower 
would not assume such a liability 
unless he felt certain that, in the 
absence of the clause, the lender 
would either decline 10 advance the 
money or would require to be com- 
pensated against the increased risk 
either by a higher rate of Interest 
or a lower capital rate of issue. If, 
when the very condition occurs ag- 
alnst which the silver clause is direc 
ted, the clause Is held to be of no 
effect, then it would cease to be of 
‘any contractual value. 

It is true that, as the decision of 
the Court of Appeal is against the 
Treasury, it is fairly certain that 
the latter will carry the case to the 
House of Lords. Nevertheless the 
unanimous decision of a Court com- 
posed of Lord Wright, Lord Justice 
Slesser and Lord Justice Romer car 
ries very great weight.

MUNICIPAL ADVOCATE'S 
REPORT FOR NOVEMBER. 


‘The Municipal Advocate states in 
his report that 12,750. casos were 
prosecuted in the’ Shanghai First 
Special Area Distrlet Court and the 
Klangsu High Court, Second Branch, 
‘during November, a compared with 
14671 in October. Out of the total 
number of cases proseculed 11,412 
‘were administrative and 1,998 erl- 
‘minal eases, Out of the total number 
of administrative cases brought to 
trial, 8210 persons failed to appear 
‘and ‘their bail was confiscated, while 
34 cases were ‘withdrawn, 9s com= 
pared with 9,098 eases in which ball 
‘was confiscated and 22 withdrawn in 
October. ‘Three thousand and sixty 
eight administrative cases were 
prosecuted to completion, out of 
whieh ‘number 3,057 persons, were 
convicted and 11 acquitted. Thirteen 
criminal cases were withdrawn, and 
1325.'proseculed to completion, out 
of which number 1.167 persons were 
convicted and 158 acquitted, The 
total number of administrative “and 
criminal eases prosecuted to. com- 
pletion was 4,293, 98 compared with 
4,636 in October, ' Four thousand two 
hundred and iwenty-four persons 
were convicied and 109 acquitted, a5 
compared with 4,518 convicted and 
118 acquitted In October. 

In addition to the above, there 
were 172 private : criminal proseeu- 
tions, as compared with 213 
October.

DEFEAT 4th MARINES 


Vietory of 27 to 6: Visitors Play Orthodox Game with 
Fast and Accurate Passing 


HE visiting Meiji University 


rugby XV gave first indication 


of their prowess on December 20 when they defeated the 
Fourth U.S. Marines by three goals and four tries (27 points) to 
two tries (6 points) before 1,500 spectators at the Canidrome. 
‘The Japanese confirmed expectations and undoubtedly a good side, 
playing an orthodox game of fast Rugby football, both the forwards 
and the outsides contributing towards their success. But a word of 
praise must go to the U.S. Marines, acknowledged a weaker team, 
but who put up a magnificent struggle and fought back strongly 
right up to the whistle for no side. 


The intermittent showers over the 
weok and the overnight rain failed 
to have marked effect on the turt 
at the Canidrome and, contrary to 
expectations, the field was in extra~ 
ordinarily good condition, Foothold 
as good and both sides—particularly 
the Japanese—went through a num= 
ber of handling movements.

‘Acclised pleaded guilty to the 
charges, which were framed Jn 
several’ sections, and stated that he 
hhad not been very wealthy at any 
time from 1923 to 1036. In tho early 
part of the year, he had no money, 
‘and Kept on putling off registratior 

‘Mr. Haines: You have no excuse. 
If you had no money, your eireum- 
Stanees would have been looked into, 
‘You must have heard about other 
people being prosecuted for not re- 
aistering. 

‘Accused stated that he was now in 
employment, and had been in his 
present job’ for six weeks. At the 
beginning of this year, he was not 
in employment. "I have earned 
practically nothing this year",  he| 
continued, “I have helped a friend 
in his business, got _my Keep, and 
occasionally a little only besides. 
was once employed at the Odeon 
‘Theatre as manager, but I had to 
dress and entertain, and that took 
half my salary.” 

Mr. Haines sald that the penalty 
for non-rogistration in his ease would 
be $20 for each offence, making a 
total of $260 for the whole 13. years.

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STRENGTHENING FRENCH DEFENCES 


World Spent Over Fr. 200,000,000,000 on Armaments 
Last Year, Says M. Daladier 


Paris, Dee. 17. 


HE necessity of strengthening France's defences in the face 

of the present tense European situation was urged yesterday 
by the Vice-Premier and Minister of National Defence, M. Eduard 
Daladier, at a meeting of the Radical Socialist Party's executive 


committee. 


“Europe has become covered witha 
forest of bayonets. ‘The world spent 
‘over Fr. 200:000,000.000 on armaments 
‘during. the past year,” M. Daladier 
‘sald, dding that the ‘nation’s defen- 
tive force should be brought to 
the highest degree of efficiency and 
power and that a lasting social peace 
was paramount to France's security. 

‘As regards the Front Populaire’: 
foreign policy, the apeaker sald 
Prance’s relations with Britain, the 
United Slates and the Little Entente 
were never as close and cordial as 
at present. 

'M. Daladier oald many signs of 
economic recovery were in evidence 
in France during the past few months, 
such asa decrease of unemployment 
and of the number of bankrupticie:

“Wy feel convinced that France will 
witness a return to prosperity as 
vigorous as the one by which Britain 
and the United States have already 
benefitted,” he declared.

GERMANY'S COLONIAL 
CLAIMS OUTLINED 


Berlin, Dee, 18. 
Germany's colonial claims are out 
lined by” the Reich Minister of] 
‘Economy and Reichsbank President, 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, in an article

AUSTRALIAN TRADE TREATIES 


British Shipping Plans to Counter Foreign 
F Subsidies in the Pacific 


Front Oux Own 


Melbourne, Nov. 10. 

‘Two new trade treaties between 
Australia and Belgium and Czecho- 
slovakia respectively were submitted 
to the Federal Parliament for 
approval on October 30, and are 
‘expected to come into operation by 
the end of the year, In explaining 
the alms of the new treaties, the 
Minister for Trade Treaties, Sir 
Henry Gullett, also announced that 
a trade agreement had’ been conclud~ 
‘ed with South Africa. ‘These agree- 
ments, Sir Henry declared, were de- 
signed to expand the oversea con- 
sumption of Australian primary. 
produce, without which rural industry 
would stagnate. At the same time, 
they provide for a” substantial in- 
crease in Australian imports from 
countries with which the balance of 
trade has long been excessively in 
favour of Australia. 

For that reason the negotiations 
culminating in the present agree 
ments have been long and dimcult, 
‘and the Minister has-been severely 
criticised by the Opposition for 
the delay, - The conclusion - of 
satisfactory agreements should con- 
sequently do much to enhance the 
Government's prestige, and strengthen 
{ts hand in dealing with the protract- 
ed trade dispute with Japan, in 
which an acceptable basis of negotin- 
tion has still to be found. 


Reductions in 105 Items 


‘The treaties with: Belgium and 
Czechoslovakia involve reductions in 
respect of 105 items in the tariff 
schedule, in return for which both 
‘countries will accord Australia most 
favoured nation treatment in ‘respect 
of existing tarifis and future agree- 
ments, The treaty with Czechoslo- 
vakia ts for a period of one year, 
thereafter subject to three months! 
notice of denunciation. ‘The: Belgian 
‘agreement is of indefinite duration, 

ibfect to six months’. notice of 
termination. ‘That with South Africa 
fg little more than formal confirma. 
tion of an understanding between the 
two Dominions to extend to each 
other treatment based on that] 
accorded to the most favoured foreign | 
country, and Is really a reinforcement | 
of the Ottawa Agreement of 1933. 

‘Australia Js seriously hampered in 
negotiating treaties with other coun- 
tries on a reciprocal basis by the 
relatively low consumptive capacity 
of its population in proportion to its| 
productivity, and by its rapidly 
increasing independence of imported 
manufactures. With the curtailment 
‘of foreign borrowing enforced by 
the economic crisis in 1020 there was 
‘an amazing expansion of secondary 
industries. ‘These have prospered, 
and oversea investment in Australian 
‘manufactures has been accelerated by 
the iniprovement in economic condi: 
tons in the last two years, . 


Pacific Shipping Subsidies 


For some years British shipping in 
the Pacific has been threatened with 
eclipse by heavily sibsidized foreign 
competition; Since the passing of the 
Jones-White Act, 30 years ago, the 
United States has reserved trade 
between Honolulu and American 
ports to ships flying the American 
flag, while trade between Fiji, New 
Zealand and Australia has’ been 
subject to no such restrictions. 
‘American ships have also been 
assisted by building subsidies and 
excessively high mail contracts, 

Lacking similar support, British 
shipping companies have accumulated 
heavy losses in the Pacific trade. and 
the Union Steam Ship Company has 
been forced to announce the with 
@rawal of its ships running between 
‘Australia and San Francisco, and, 
falling a reversal of polley,’ ol 
services may also be affected. 

British Governments and ship- 
owners have long been opposed to| 
the adoption of subsidies, but they’ 
fare no longer prepared to tolerate 
‘competition they regard as unfal 
Concerted action by the British; 
Australian and New Zealand Govern- 
ments Is now proposed to remedy the 
position, and enable British companies 
to compete with their rivals on more 
equal terms, 

‘The problem was discussed at a 
conference of Empire Ministers in| 
London last April, and the Imperial 
Shipping Committee was appointed to 
examine the position, By its terms, 
‘of reference the Committee was pre- 
cluded from making recommendations 
fon matters of policy, but its report. 
is expected to reveal the necessity 
for substantial assistance if British 
shipping in the Pacific Is to survive. 

In anticipation of the report, legls- 
lation has been introduced into the 
New Zealand Parliament to reserve 
for British ships the entire cargo and 
passenger trade between Australia 
and New Zealand. ‘The Australian 
Prime Minister, Mr. Lyons, has also 
‘announced that similar legislation 
will be passed by the Commonwealth

President Roosevelt's "programme 
for the next four years exists at 
present only in vague and general 
outline, Countless suggestions are 
being mado by his advisors and sub- 
mitted to the White House, and 
stories leak into the press that one 
‘or another of these schemes has been 
decided upon, but the truth appears 
to be that the President is in no 
hurry. Congress does not meet till 
“the third day of January” under the 
terms of the 20th amendment; this 
year since the third falls on.a Sunday 
i will meet on the fourth, The 
President will not be inaugurated tilt 
January 20, and will It is expected, 
‘withold the details of his programme 
UIL after that date, 

‘Much of the current discussion has 
hinged’ pon whether the President 
will be liberal or conservative, whe- 
ther he will turn right or left. ‘The 
President himself deprecates the use 
‘of these terms. ‘To talk of govern~ 
ment polley in terms of right and 
left, he once said, is sophomoric, and 
not’ even college sophomoric” but 
high school sophomoric, He con- 
siders that each policy he adopts 
shouldbe judged by its intrinsic 
worth, for that is what leads him to 
adopt it, not because it fits in with 


some pre-concelved governmental 
philosophy. 
Interest In International Aftatrs 





One prediction which ean be made 
with some. certainty is that the 
President will be more interested in 
his 

{intetnational affairs, Presidents 
thelr frst term are said to think 
mainly of thelr re-clection, In thelr 
geeund term of thelr place in his- 
ory. It would be Inaccurate to say 
that the President was uninterested 
in foreign affairs during his frst 
term. 

Tils first few weeks after his In- 
auguration were occupied with pre-

President Hoover so frequently spoke. 


Conference. Sounding-Board 


Tt Is significant that one of the 
first uels of the President after his 
trlumphant re-election was to speed 
his way to the Buenos Aires Pan 
American Conference, despite the 
work which was piling up on his 
desk at home and despite a trouble- 
ome. maritime strike. in which he 
was being pressed to intervene. The 
President could have sent y good 
will message to the Conference from 
his White House study. He under- 
took a 14,000-mile Journey to drama- 
ize the appeal he Intended to make. 
‘The Pan-American Conference acted 
as & sounding-board which carried 
his words above the whir of | the 
munitions factories to the farthest 
corners of the earth. 


‘Thé Prosident’s desire that the 
United States should contribute its 
full quota to the cause of world 
peace is hampered by the present 
Neutrality Act. It expires in May 
and already the controversy has 
begun to rage over the permanent 
act which will replace it. At present 
‘Administrations hands ‘are tied 
‘and the enormous moral force 
‘of American disapproval cannot be 
brought to bear against an aggressor 
nation. “Any bans or embargoes 
which’ America Imposes must apply 
to all belligerents alike, aggressor and 
victim, outlaw nation and sanctionist 
powers, Moreover raw materials, 
such as coal, fron and oll, cannot be 
‘embetgoed, ‘only actual’ munitions 
‘and instruments’ of war. 

‘The President is anxious for the 
new aet to permit him to diseriminate 
and to impose embargoes against the 
‘aggressor nation which do not apply 
particularly popular ageney, the Lea 
sue of Nations, decides who is the 
aggressor could be avoided by the 
universal adoption of the American 
to the victim of aggression. ‘The dif- 
ficulty that an outside "and not 
definition of aggressor—the nation 
which sends its armed forces into 
the territory of another power. 


‘Senatorial Groups Opposed 

‘Opposed to this view of the Ad- 
ministration are two powerful groups 
‘of Senators. One group headed by 
Senctors Hiram Johnson and Borah 
fare advocates ot the Freedom of the 
seas and hold that America should 
lve up none of her maritime rights. 
She should adopt her traditional 
policy of trading with all natlons, 
war of no war, and if prevented by 
force from doing so contrary to the 























accepted principles of pre-League in« 
ternational law, should reserve full 
ight to claim "damages from the 
offending government. 

‘The opposition of this group forced 
the ‘abandonment, in. the present 
neutrality act, of ony embargo on 
raw materials, To have forbidden 
the export of, say, oll would have 
done unneeessary harm to American 
producers and would have involved 
the, United States in international 
controversy. “If the United States 
remains ready to sell to all comers 
then she will find it easy to remain 
neutral, 

“Instead of selling to all customers 
in case of war the United "States 
should refuse to sell to any of them.” 
says an equally powerful Senatorial 
block headed by Senators Gerald Nye 
and Champ Clark. To sell to every 
nation will simply multiply the pos 
sibilities of becoming involved in the 
onfllet. America can remain econo- 
mically_self-suMelent even if every 
nation in Europe becomes, in some 
way, involved in the conflict. 


Altitude of Pacifist Bodies 


President Roosevelt's difeulties in 
secaring the passage of the type of 
neutrality legislation he desires are 
rendered more difficult by th at- 
titude adopted by pacifist societies, 
chureh clubs and similar bodies 
throughout the country. These 

neglect the institutional side of 
pacifism and spend their time in what 
they term “anti-war propaganda.” 
‘They assume that the world is filled 
with perverse individuals wh» ore 
passionately fond of fighting, who in 
fact consider war to be rather fun, 
They are therefore, they assum 
contributing to the ‘cause of work 
peaee by pointing out that war, on 
the contrary, is not fun at ail, but 
ig most unpleasant. America’s part 
in bringing about world peace, ac- 
cording to this view, consists in en- 
couraging those who believe with 
General Sherman that “war is he." 


‘The activities of America's profes- 
sional peace propagandists remind 
fone of nothing so much as a con- 
vention of dentists devoting their 
time to explaining the horrors of 
toothache and limiting their activities 
to offering words of encouragement 
to those who believe In sound teeth. 
‘An army, sald Napoleon, moves on 
its stomach, and the | progress of 
world peace, President Roosevelt be- 
lieves, depends upon world trade. 
‘The policy so steadfastly advocated by 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Cordell 
Hull, of maklog reciprocal” tarltt 
‘agreements will be pressed forward 
vigorously. A prosperous nation 
means a peaceful nation, the Prosi~ 
dont believes.

‘The question of trade is bound up 
with’ the question of war debis 
though the Administration insist upon 
keeping diseussion of the two toples 
Jn watertight compartments. Great 
Britain's trade with the United States 
for example is unfavourable. To be 
‘of any real service any trade agree 
ment reached with Great Britain 
would not only have to be sufficiently 
sweeping to reetify this lack of 
balance, but would also have to let 
down American tariff barriers suMl- 
elently to permit an excess of Brit 
ish imports over American exports. 

‘The enthusiasm on the American 
side for the conclusion of an Anglo- 
‘American trade agreement is due to 
the feeling of prestige which such 
‘an agreement would give; the lack 
of enthusiasm on the British side is 
due to the feeling that American 
farifts are in any case too high, and 
to nake their reduction dependent 
upon a corresponding reduction In 
British tariffs, which are already 
much lower than the American, is 
unfair, When Britain was the worlds’ 
creditor she believed in free trade, 
the United States, who is now stand- 
Ing in her shoes, still believes. in 
protection, though willing to remove 
8 few bricks in the tariff wall here 
and there. 





























French and allan Initiative 


Formerly the. spokesman for the 
European debtor countries was Great 
Britain, Other nations sat back and 
wailed to see what Great Britain 
could accomplish <before making any 
moves of their own but to-day the 
Initiative has been taken by Italy 
and France. Both countries, special- 
ly the former, wish to negotiate 
American loans, but the American 
market is closed to them by the 
Johnson Act. This act does not ac- 
‘complish fs purpose by placing res- 
trletions on forcign borrowers but by 
Imposing heavy penalties on Ameri 
can lenders. There is no way round 
it, It elther has to be repeated or 
the conditions it imposes have to be 
met.

‘more generously in their debt fund- 


‘Just as trade and war debis are 
interdependent so are both with in~ 
ternational exchange stability. ‘The 
gentlemen's monetary agreement Is 
working well, despite one or two 
scares, The President believes that 
stabilliy of world currencies is 
essential to international trade and 
international peace. But the pres- 
ent arrangement is only temporary 
‘and must remain so as long as the 
question of war debis, involving the 
transfer of such large sums, remains 
unsetiled. 








No Further Dollar Depreciation 


No further change in the gold 
content of the dollar is contemplated 
(unless the British Government de- 
preciales sterling to a point well be- 
Tow its previous parity). ‘The Presi- 
dent's authority to change the value 
of the dollar and to maintain a 
slabllization fund will, however, be 
Jeontinued (or rather ‘Congress will 
‘be asked to extend those powers) as 
precautionary measure. 

The most important domestic mat- 
ter in the President's eyes after his 
recclection was the toydgel, He is 
relying upon increased revenues 
through improving business, plus 
economies In administration, to bring 
the budget into balance by the end 
‘of the fiscal year 1938. He reaffirmed 
his, promise made during the election 
not to Impose any new taxes, Other 
matters discusted by the President 
before he left for Buenos Aires were 
unemployment, agriculture and in- 
dustry but no decisions were reached, 

Tn @ parting message to business 
men. the President urged them to 
employ as many men as possible 
‘over 40 and not concentrate on the 
yourger generation; he also an- 

ouneed that an” effort would be 
sade to keep monthly track of the 
unemployment condition by follow- 
Ing a system similar to the British, 
As a requisite for obtaining relief 
the unemployed will be required to 
register. Relict itself will be of a 
‘more prosalc character and some of 
the excesses of the past, “boondoggl- 
ing.” will be curbed. The emphasis 
wili be on the ulility of the project 
Father than on the relief aspect. 


Regulation of Hours and Wages 

‘The President hopes to revive some 
of the Ideals of the former NRA. 
Vout has not yet decided how this can 
best be done. Federal regulation of 
hours and wages would require Con 
‘titullonal amendment and the Presi 
‘dent is cautious about proposing such 
fa thing. An alternative plan would 
be to revive the old idea of passing 
a Federal Corporation law, and ine 
sist that all business concerns doing. 
{inter-state business must become in- 
corporated nationally, making various 
rules and regulations a condition of 
Incorporation. 

‘A permanent subsidy for agricul- 
ture appears to 8e inevitable, amount 
Ing. to. $500,000,000 a year. Some 
meens must also be found to curd 
the growth of dangerously large sur- 
plus stocks. 

‘The whole domestic programme of 
the President is still very much in 
the alr. The chief factor is that 
prosperity has returned, the emer- 
eney is over, and any polley adopted 
must be of a permanent character, 























‘The 1938 Nobel Peace Prize win- 
nef, Carl von Ossietzky, whose selec 
Yon for the prize by the Norwegian 
comimittce aroused a storm of criti- 
‘cism in Germany, has left the hos- 
pital which he had to enter on ac~ 
Count of tuberculosis. Ossietzky has 
now, relured to his private Berlin 
residence. 








Last year the total receipts of the 
Society ‘for the Protection of Chil 
dren—Hongkong's most active charit- 
‘able organisation — were $22,722. 
‘The revenue exceeded the expendi- 
ture by only $2660, With the $22,710 
spent during the year, the Society 
dealt with 1,572 new cases, affecting

soup to the value of $165.89. The 
Society ended the year with a Snan- 
cial surplus of $1226. Every other 
penny that it earned went towards 
relieving poverty and starvation in 
the slums of Hongkong. Because of 
lack of funds the Society could but 
touch the fringe of the gigantic task 
it se itself! when it was formed 
seven years ago. ‘The annual meet- 
ing of the Society, which was at- 
tended by the Governor and Lady 
Caldecott. was held last week ot the 
Helena May Institute.

‘The Archbishop of Canterbury's 
justifiable castigation of what in the 
Rineties would have been called 
“the smart set” in a certain section 
of English society, calls to mind 
the fact that such denunciations 
have been necessary from time to 
Lime in the history of most nation: 
Without going so far back as to 
Sodom and Gomorrah it will be 
remembered that the follies of, 
Roman society were satirized and 
condemned by the writers of that 
‘age, and in later years, about the 
15th century, when the Medicis and 
Borgias were scandalizing Italy, 
there arose the monk Savonarola to, 
bring to public notice the reckless 
frivolity and dissolute habits of the 
age. But Savonarola, of course, in- 
volved himself in direct conflict 
with the papal authority and his 
martyrdom was the inevitable con- 
sequence of his daring. 

In England the extravagances of 
“Society"—using the term in its 
popular signifleance—may fairly be 

id to have had but little effect 
‘on the bulk of the population. It 
is true that literature faithfully 
records the fantastic performances 
of the beaux and fops of the 18h 
century just as a previous age had 
ridiculed the laxity of the court of 
Charles 11. Yet the solld qualities 
of the county families and the 
social structure in which they were 
involved steadily maintained the 
true national character of the 
English people, The nouveau riche 
of to-day who manages to climb 
to apparently high social position 
had his counterpart in the 18th 
century. Some of the most prom- 
inent exquisites were men of| 
quite humble origin and however 
much they succeeded In attracting, 
public applause and notoriety they 
were not able to penetrate to as~ 
sociation with the real aristocracy, 
who kept in the background but| 
exercised a final’ influence when 
important national crises. or 
emergencies were in question, 








J “Our Mutual Friend” Dickens 
brilliantly. showed how trivial was 
the claim made | by notoriety 
hunting climbers to” real social 
position, In the course of time the 
division between the classes often 
became blurred and, paradoxically 
enough, it has been asserted that} 
when class distinctions were de- 
finitely indicated by the type of 
clothes worn, thero was far more 
mingling of the different grades of| 
society than in a later period when 
it became the habit of every class 
to ape the affectations of the one| 
above it and for everyone to dress| 


alike, 


In the first years of the 19th 
century people ‘of different social’ 
standing assoclated very freely 
together in the country, but in 1810 
Farrington records that those who 
had been used to live on terms of 
complete social equality with the 
so-called lower orders had found 
it necessary to keep them at 9 
distance and they developed 
tasteless extravagances in their 
manner of living in order to mark 
the distinction further. At alll 
events, the 20th century shows soma! 
improvement in this _respect—| 
‘though who can deny that a similar 
perversity of thought still exists? 


In the beginning of the 19th 
century, coinciding as it did with 
a marked development of activities 
{n religious and social reform, the 
indecencies of the earlier century 
were definitely repudiated, and it 
is remarkable that the action of 
Lord Paget, who, challenged to a 
uel by the brother of a married 
‘woman with hom he had eloped, 
refused to fire at his opponent 
because nothing would have in- 
@uced him to add to the injuries 
already done to the family, be- 
tolened a frame of mind which 
would have been considered quite 
unsuitable to a military man in his 
position a generation earlier. 

‘The prominence given’ to the di 
ings of the so-called “smart. set" 
was ridiculed in the nineties by’ 
popular novelists, and those who! 
ean. remember that period will 
recall the fact that more than one 
famous preacher attracted con- 
Slderable attention by  castigating! 





Nowadays the development of the 
‘weekly periodical magazine, to be 
found in doctors’ and dentists’ 
waiting-rooms a lttle belatedly, has 
given a new form of publicity to 
men and women the slenderness of 
whose claims to have aristocratic 
status Is often obscured by the 
inclusion in these pictorial  pro-| 
uctions of undoubtedly honoured 
‘and respected personalities. ‘The 
dimculty of deciding where the 
publicity Is unsought and where 
carefully engineered is perplexing 
to the ordinary reader, with the 
result that it is too readily assumed 
that, to quote the words of a certain| 
humble “resident of a notorious 
pleasure resort, “There is only one 
soclety here and we are all in it” 

In the relgn of King George V 
those who were able to form a 
iseriminating judgment could 
readily assess social values, and 
neither King George nor Queen 
Mary gave any countenance to men 
and) women of whatever social 
grade who could not stand on theic 
‘own merits, Although the Arch- 
bishop's condemnation has been 
timely and was fully in accord with 
his own high responsibilities, it 
should not be assumed that’ the 
follies to which it drew attention 
have excessive influence on. the 
publi life of England, 





‘The same view was taken of con- 
ditions in the 18h century, of| 
which Mr. A’ S, ‘Turberville’ has 
written thus: 
‘Nothing is a rule easier then to 
ciaggerate the delinguencies of the 
fashionable world.

So if it be salutary to take note

fligacy was not the chief mark of 
social activity and distinction, It 
‘would be instructive to know ‘how 
the present social scene in England 
is eventually put on record when 
the Thackeray and Dickens or Jane 
‘Austen for that purpose make their 
bow in the publishers’ announce- 
ments 50 or 60 years hence. In this. 
matter the difMculty, of course, 
arises from the old journalistic 
argument that virtue is not news. 
If, for example, the material af- 
forded by the filzas for gauging con- 
temporary life were allowed to 
stand without qualification, it would| 
be assumed that eternal ‘triangles 
were to be found in every family’ 
and in every town in America. Nor 
‘would it be possible to imagine the 
existence of a single millionaire or 
leader of society without a second 
establishment, gorgeously furnished, 
in some highly modernized flat, In 
the same way, the popularity of} 
the crime thriller would indicate 
that British courts and Scotland 
Yard had far more extensive duties 
than the prosaic facts lead the sober | 
critic to discover.

‘Although the passengers breathed 
prayers of thankfulness on seeing the 
mainland, they were, in fact, running 
Tight into the vortex of ie. 
All the waterfront ‘was heavily 
patsolled by pickets from the striking 
‘unions (representing $7,000 men), and 
policemen carrying fire-arms were 
Posted at every vantage point to quell 
any possible outbreaks of violence, 

‘The atmosphere, therefore, was 
tense as the liner was warped Into its 
dock by longshoremen end officials 
who wore directing operations on an 
otherwise dead bay. Some 60 vessels 
were deadlocked in the harbour. 
Great dimculty was experienced by 
visitors wishing to board the ship 
after it had tied up, but when the 
passengers reached the landing stage 
with their baggage the reporters were 
able to get some accurate details of 
the Honolulu interlude, when hund- 
reds of world travellers with rapidly- 
‘dwindling purses were stranded for 
nearly a month in a city where food~ 
stuffs were fast disappearing, with+ 
Ultle prospect of any fresh supplies, 
‘and prices were soaring to famine 
heights. 


























+ "Get Ashore” 


It was then a brawny Yorkshireman 
who came to the front, to fight on 
behalf of the stranded refugees whose 
numbers were growing steadily, He 
was Sergeant Joseph Fenton, ot the 
Shanghal Municipal Police, who re- 
‘cently resigned after eleven years of 
service, and was on his way home to 
Yorkshire, England, “Interviewed. by 
a special correspondent of the “North- 
Ching Daily News." Fenton said:— 

Then we left Shanghai on board 
the Dollar liner President Plerce it 
was our impression that the Pacific 
Coast strike had elther started or 
was on the point of being declared, 
We could get little information trom 
the officials to satisty our curiosity 
fon this point, but when’ we reached 
Honolulu we found that the maritime 
strike was in full blast and we soon 
realised we were the victims of the 
‘occurrence, We were told uncere- 
monlously to get ashore, take our 
luggage with us, and get away. No- 
body bothered with us for at least 
ten days. 

“Some of us had been discussing 
the problem of gelting away from 
Honolulu to resume our journey, to- 
wards the United States’ mainland 
but there appeared to be little pros- 
ect of leaving the islands. I wi 
‘asked by some fellow passengers 
starl a movement to ascertain pos 
sibilities of getting passage. I asked 
{for the co-operation of the-pacsengers 
stranded to attend a meeting and see 
whether pressure could be applied 
on the shipping companies to get 
us out of our predicament. 

‘The President Coolidge liner pass- 
ed Honolulu and we were not afford- 
ed an opportunity of boarding hé 
We held an indignation meeting ai 
which over 180 of the stranded globe. 
trotters attended. I was persuaded 
to act as president of the meeting and 
2 committee of three was chosen 10 
consult the shipping’ officials ond 
Aabour union heads to ascertain it 
they could compromise in thelr dis- 
pute and get the beleaguered passen- 
gers on their way. 


No Satisfaction 


“We met the offeisis of the Matson 
Jand Dollar steamship companies but 
they sald they were powerless in the 
face of the maritime tie-up, Honolulu 
fs not strongly unionized in the mat- 
ter of labour organization and we 
wero told that it was impossible to 
secure eighteen union men needed to 
hhandie ‘the baggage. We could get 
sno satisfaction and hed to face our 
plight. 

“My British bulldog tenacity came 
to the front and I incurred the di 
Pleusure of some of the Honolulu 
fofelals: by expressing myself freely 
but I wanted to see that our stranded 
travellers got on their way. Further- 
|more, our funds were fast becoming 
depleted. Foods were high-priced and 
ve dollars was spent with little to 
show for it. 

“Of course, famine prices reigned 
‘on account of the scarcity created by 
the strike holding up deliveries to 
Honolulu. ‘This made our predica- 
ment worse.

ort of Honolulu. 
“We wailed from 930 am, until 8 
pam, on the Jetty and they provided 
tea, lunch, coffee and did everything 
that it was humanly possible while 
the terrife storm raged, At last we 
}boarded the pineapple barges and got 
‘Off to sea and boarded the Monterey, 
thankful thet we were away from 
Hawall and on our way to San 
Francisco, 

‘We formed a Committce of twenty- 
five and we intend entering sult in 
some law courts to endeavour to 
obtain substantial damages for our 
experiences, We consider we aro 
entitled to’ some compensation, for 
the hardships we endured were no 
fault of ours. Many of us have 
landed in Sari Francisco almost at 
the end of our resources, My only 
hope is to get to Los Angeles to 
search for some temporary employ 
‘ment so that I may continue on my 
way to New York and England, 1 
was an experience that I certainly 
do not wish again to undergo."

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BACKGROUND TO SPAIN’S WAR 


Economie Stagnation, Suppressed Labour and Peasants 
and Weak Church Responsible Factors

It was General Mola's intention to 
conquer Madrid by the ond of July 
or in August, But the hot “and 
sultry days of summer and ts de~ 
pressing nights are gone; the short 
brilliancy of autumn came and went. 
Now, the mountains are covered with 
‘snow; fee-eold winds sweep the roads. 
Winter had to eome, before the rebel 
armies could get a’ glimpse of Mad- 
tld's. sky-serupers. Every inch of 
ground of thelr approach had to be 
pold for dearly, overy rock, every 
house, every. wall had to be fought 
for; ance only did the retreat of the 
Government militia turn to flight. 

‘When ‘Toledo was stormed, and for 
the first time. foreign tanks were 
used In the Spanish elvil war which 
they did not know how to fight, they 
wore frightened. Although there is 
ttle hope to defend Madrid against 
the superior forees of the rebels, the 
defenders still hold on doggedly. ‘And 
even though Madrid were lost, the 
ght would continue. The Powers 
also will continue to profess neutra~ 
ity, and to. practically assist, with 
mote oF less officiency, with more or 
ess secrecy, whichever of the parties 
they prefer. Foreign statesmen will 
eontinue to poach in the troubled 
waterr of Spain. 

For moro than a century, internal 
troubles prevented Spain from taking 
any active part in European polities; 
‘now, by a bitter [rony’ of fate, she 
has’ become the battlefteld’ of 
Buropean Ideologies and European 
Inteigues, Slogans from France and 
aly, from Germany and Russia 
wovern the scene and most foreign 
observers ean scarcely plerce the vell 
thrown “over Spanish facts and 
actualities. But itis necessary to

Country's Natural Resour 

Spain is a country of cleavage and 
contradictions, He who knows the 
Goastal plans of Spain may think she 
was a rich and blessed country, But 
the vast interior of Spain is barren 
High mountains | hamper internal 
communteations, Though there are 
deposits of coal and ores, they pre: 
‘ent special dificulties to modern ex 
ploltation, But the greatest hindrance 
to Spanish prosperity are the Spanish 
people, Spain has always lacked both 
the able entrepreneur and the wise 
statesman bent on developing his 
country's resources economically. 
‘Spanish economic polley has always 
‘been diracted {o support unsuitable 
types of business and to maintain an 
obsolete distribution of property. 

Economie liberalism could exercise 
ts Influence for a short timo, during 
the frst Spanish Republic (1608-1874); 
otherwise protective doctrines always 
prevailed, "But oven these were 
ever applied with definite cconomie 
‘alms and. thoroughly, as a deliberate 
syslom of economic ‘policy: but they 
were used as means to the end of 
protecting vested interests of any. 
kind, “A stipshod polley of favouri- 
tlsm’and casual action ted to Spain's 
economic stagnation. When a. for- 
‘eign economist intended to study 
‘Spain's economic probloms, the load~ 
ing Spanish economist dissuaded him 
ironically: “To understand Spai 
you have to be a Catholic and to 
bollevo in miracles.” 




















Agrarian Problems 

In the interior of Spain the soil is 
dry and stony. Cullivation, to a 
Tatge extent, would be impossible 
without the’ protection of Spanish 
corn laws. - Through their effect, 
wheat in Spain is three times the: 
world market price. Still, ‘cultiva- 
tion was extended ‘to land which 
cannot be cultivated with profit, at 
even this price, ‘The Spanish pea- 
sant, therefore, lives a life of me- 
Ajeval squalor. He might be better 
off, if rural credit were properly 
organized. But if the peasant needs 
f loan, in order to Improve his land, 
or to hold his products till the first 
seasonal rush of sales after the 
harvest has passed, he generally has 
to approach. private money-lenders: 
most of whem impose usurious terms 
on their debtors, 

‘This loan business is the basis of 
“Caziquismo.” ‘The Cazique is the 
most powerful man In the village. He 
either Jends money, himself, or acts 
fag middleman and guarantor’ between 
the needy peasant and the money- 
ender. He takes good care to make 
the peasantry vote for whoever is 
his own political patron. | Naturally 
hho fs a representative of landed in- 
terests. 

But ‘oll over Spain, there prevails 
fan uneven and destructive system 
of land distribution, ‘The peasant 
farms generally are so small 
that familles can scarcely live on 
thelr yield. “Although in north- 
‘western Spain, in Galicis, the pea 
sants, fo a large extent, are land 


proprietors, they eannot live on. the: 
produce of their land, but leave their 





homes 26 seasonal» innd labourers. 
In southern Castilio, Andalusia and| 
Estremadura, most ‘of the land is| 


owned by great landlords, 
Life of SemI-Starvation 


Such latifundia are partly worked 
as Iarge-seale farms by hircd labour 
ers, partly let out to tenants. But 
the {enants are not better off than 
the labourers. For their rents are| 
excessive, and besides, rent contracts| 
xenerally’ are for short terms only; 
0 the tenant Iscks security and, 
consequently, credit. They are nel- 
ther able nor willing, therefore, to| 
nvest capital for improvements. They 
ever overcome a life of somi-starva- 
tion. The farm labourers generally 
are ‘hired for part of the year only 
and even then their wages are ex- 
tremely low, not to speak of the 
miserable lodgings and the poor food, 
they are given by the masters. 
‘The concentration of Iandownership 
hhas made steady progress; peasants| 
who lost ‘thelr land and "ejected| 
tenants added to the glut of the rural) 
labour markets, Before the great 
depression, omigration offercd a small 
outlet from the Spanish Inbour 
market; but now, the Ameriean 
countries, France’ and Northern 
Africa have restri-ted immigration.

Spanish industries, however have 
grown under unusual conditions. 
‘They enjoyed double protection, in- 
tentionally by: subsidies, closely allied 
under the slogan of “protection” of 
labour and unintentionally by. cur-| 
Feney depreciation. Spanish neomer-

At 
that time, manufacturing industries 
flourished, Spain's cities grew mush- 
roomlike ‘and Spain was able to} 
collect a big gold chest which has| 
been jealously” guarded ever since, 
without regard to currency deprecia-| 
tion or the rights of Spanish ered!- 
tors. The Bank of Spain even bor-_ 
rowed against the security of its gold 
foreign exchange at high interest, 
rather than sell gold. 

‘The civil war had to break out; 
‘and then only, the Spanish govern- 
ment began to’ sell gold for a supply’ 
of arms and ammunition, while it!

‘There, amidst the rocks, lurk tussocks 
of diapinsia, and masses of Woydia 
with Ils delicate yellow. bells. 


Unbelievable Leveliness 


ven at the end of May these al- 
pine valleys. only. just begin to 
shake of thelr winter shroud where 
rhodedendron aiolosalpinse reigns. in 
4 glory of white or sulphur, turning 
through shades of pink to rich rose, 
‘That particular rhododendron, has 
not yet bloomed for the world to 
‘Admire and acclaim, but the young 
shrubs are healthy and one day they 
will display for all thelr unbellev- 
able loveliness: and for all. this we 
have to thank those Intrepid pioneer 
botanists who have risked hardship 
and danger in their search across 
{he plenk mountains of ‘Tibet and 

T cannot mention att the spoil that 
Forrest collected that year in the 
solitudes of the Lisu and Muhso, 
‘The people in those paris arc very 
wild: and indeed the population of 
highland Yunnan is sparse, Of 
course, Chinese predominate in the 
plaing ‘and valleys of Tengyueh and 
‘Tali, but they seldom venture Into 
the high mountains which are, ine 
hhabited exclusively by hilt tribes, 
Except for the savage Black Lisu of 
the Salween gorges, the upland folk: 
are really quite mild, but they are 
unaccustomed to the sight of sirang- 
fers. ‘The frontiors of Yunnan, Sze- 
chuen, Burma and Tibet are all il 
defined, and travellers depend en-

Highways Considered Generally Safe 
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ter noon after passing the 
‘Shuikou the river 
broadens considerably, the rapids 
come to an end, the hills recede and 
the ‘river seonery assumes a. milder 
‘and more Inhabited aspect. The chief 
ature of the river are the huge ratte 
‘of timber ‘which “one passes bY 
hundreds floating down "the sea. 
‘Timber filing Is the one stilt lourish- 
Ing export of Fulcien, though It. is

‘The safety of the motor-road fs, 
however, no eriterion whatever of 
the tue conditions of the district 
through which it runs. For’ the 
Cheklang-Fukien highway Is the 
Central Government's main line of 
communication by land ‘with north 
fand central Fuklen, and being thus 
of the greatest stiategical Import- 
fance, particular efforts are made to 
keep it open. All the towns along 
the road, anti even the smallest vile 
Tages, are heavily gatrisoned, while

Not Safe OM the Roads 

But off the road it is not safe. to 
go more than a few miles from the 
farger towns, and local residents 
were emphatic that ‘banditry had 
been on the Increase in north Fukien 
fn recent months.

At the 
same time, the large numbers of 
troops billeted in’ a banditeridden 
district form. an. additional burden 
fon the inhabitants who are, so. to 
‘Say, shot at from both sides. 

Conditions ‘were repeatedly de- 
fended on the score that. banditry 
has always been prevalent in Fukien, 
from the oldest times. ‘This is not 
‘correct, as anyone con realize who 
reads Fortune's account of his visit 
to the Bohea Hills nearly 100. years 
ayo, He aives a, glowing description 
Of the peace and prosperity of this 
distriet ‘whieh is in strong” contrast 
to Its vulned and deserted state 
to-day, 

Suppression Officers 

‘The Central Government is _ap- 
parently fully aware of the problem, 
fs all sorts of persons with high and |

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DREAD LEPROSY IN CHINA 


One in 400 Stricken: Missions Do Excellent Work, But 
Funds and Men Insufficient

Scattered in different parts of 
‘China, in villages and towns, more 
Tarely’ in eltios, afe men, women and 
children aMicted with” one of the 
‘most terrible diseases to which man- 
kkind is subject—leprosy. ‘Their num- 
ber is believed to be over 1,000,000, 
Dut it Is not possible 10 estimate it 
with complete accuracy. Often con- 
‘ccaling it from thelr nelghbours, who 
in some parts of China would resort 
to murder to rid thelr village of 9 
leper, they exist, perhaps, for years 
with the dreadful ‘scourge gradually 
creeping over thelr body, until fnal- 
ly ‘they’ can coneeal it” no longer. 
Tiny are thon cast out from thelr 
homes, and, if they are fortunate, end 
‘up ina mission leper home, of which 
there are nineteen in China, “Most 
lepere each a mission hospital only 
when they are in an advanced stage. 
‘and, perhaps, practically incurable, 

‘The frightful practice of murdering 
lepers Is still eazried out in various 
parts of China, Numbers are thought 
fo have been murdered in Kwangnt 
during the troubles of 1927, while 
lepers are also believed to” have 
been murdered in Kuangtung, and 
in Heinan thirteen lepers were mur~ 
dered only a short time ago. 

Lepers Burned {o Death 


In the extreme west of China, 
{eprosy Is common, and an even more 
horrible ‘practice is used upon those 
who are Unfortunate enough to catch 
It. It th leper is poor, he ts buried 
alive, being sewed ‘up first in skins, 
while if he is rich, he is burnt alive, 
being placed. in a siraw hut which 
ip set ‘on fre. In both cases, the 
leper is frst drugged with opium, 80 
that he is in a senseless state, 

"The distribution of leprosy over 
Ching is very unequal. Leprosy is a 
disvase ‘which Is practically entirely 
‘confined to the country, “and few 
‘eases are found in large cities, Shang 
hal is believed to contain more than 
1,000 lepers, but they. have mostly 
come into Shanghai frorh the coun 
try to seek employment. Leprosy 
most common in the low-lying areas, 
although itis also. extremely. pie 
Valent In the mountains of Yunnan 
andthe. Tibetan border. A valley 
inthe Snow Mountains—16,000 fect 
above sea lovel—is known as the 














‘Valley. 

Tt is improbable that climate ho 
anything to do with the distribution 
‘of leprosy. Missionaries have lived. 
for years among lepers without con- 
tracting the disease. 

‘Throughout Kwangsi, Yunnan, Kat 
su, Kweichow, Shantung and icores 
leprosy claims over one per 1,000 cf she 
poptlation, while there is not more 
than one leper per 1,000 throughout 
Fuklen, ‘Kiangsi, Hunen, Chekiang. 
and Shensl. ‘The extent to which 
Hupeh and Anhwei_ are affected by 
leprosy is doubtful, Szechuen, Shen, 
Honan, Hopel and Shansi are practi+ 
cally free of the disease. 

Missionaries ‘Treat Disease 


China has to depend almost entirely 
upon the nineteen mission hospitals 
various parts of the country for 
the treatment of lepers. The Chineso 
Mission to Lepers, with headquarters 
In Shanghai, maintains a Leprosarium 
In the city housing about 40 lepers, 
But its work throughout the re: 
maicder of the country has not yet 
reached any noticeable proportion. 

‘Although the Central Government 
ignores the question of leprosy, Local 
governments make some kind of at~ 
tempt at dealing with the problem 
by setting. areas aside for" lepers. 
Probably the largest leper settlement 
4s at Swatow, situated on an island. 
Here, inmates are compelled to pay 
$12 per month for thelr upkeep. An 
armed guard Is on constant duty 
round the island to prevent any 
lepers from escaping. The Canton 
Government allows $4 per month for 
each loper cared for by the local 
‘mistion hospital. 

‘Kuangtung contains mo less than 
nine leper colonies, all managed by 
missionary bodies, These are at 
Pakhol, Sheklung, Tungkun, Talkam, 
‘Swatow, Yeunkong, Holhow, Hainan 
Island, Sunwul and Chingyuen, ‘The 
Chitese Mission {0 Lepers helps in 
the administration of two of these. 
There are three institutions in Yun- 
‘nan, af Yunnanfu, Chaotung and Kit 
Tungklang, that at Yunnanfu being 
under the control of the authorit 
with the assistance of the missions 
In the eily. Fuklen contains one 
fnstitution, at Yenping, but plans are 
‘being made for two more, at 
Amoy and Foochow, in both of 
which the Chinese Mission to Lepers 
‘wilt be concerned, 

Dr. James L. Maxwell, who gives 
4 full list of leprosaria and organized 
Teprosy elinies in a booklet reprinted

states that it is strange that, while

‘In Seechen, where 
leprosy is found only among. the 
{elves in the extreme west, a small 
Home Is maintained among the Nost 
tribes, while plans are afoot for the 
construction of small hospi for 
the treatment of early case, 

Tackling Leprosy in Bulk
